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Swing into action 


AN innovative new swing 
bridge opened across 
Deptford Creek at the 
mouth of the River Thames 
yesterday (Jan 19). 

The first of its kind in London, 
the attractive new Deptford 
Creek Swing Bridge now links 
up an important stretch of 
the Thames Path in the royal 
borough of Greenwich. 

The unique Deptford Creek 


Swing Bridge overcomes the 
obstacle of Deptford Creek by 
allowing pedestrians, cyclists, 
wheelchair users and people 
with buggies to continually 
walk along the river edge. Until 
the bridge was constructed 
people were forced to deviate 
inland onto Creek Road away 
from the river to get across the 
body of water. 

The bridge has an exciting 
design and is only the second 


of its kind in the UK. It has 
been made to swing open like 
a door, via four electric motors 
that can rotate the bridge 110 
degrees in under two minutes. 
It will open on demand to allow 
river traffic to proceed up 
Deptford Creek. 

It has been built by developer 
Galliard Homes as part of 
their flagship New Capital 
Quay riverside development

High-achieving 
schools win 
funding awards

NINE primary schools in the borough have 
each won £1,000 for the way they help 
disadvantaged pupils achieve their best. 

It is part of a government scheme called 
the 2015 Pupil Premium Awards, designed 
to name and reward schools that have 
made, or continue to make, impressive 
improvements. 

The nine primaries are Bannockburn, 
Brooklands, Cardwell, Cherry Orchard, 
Christ Church CofE, Conway, Ealdham, 
St Patrick’s Catholic and Windrush. Each 
school will now be eligible to apply for 
extra funding that could be worth up to 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Schools Minister David Laws praised 
the schools for their success in improving 
outcomes for disadvantaged pupils and 
raising aspirations for all pupils. And 
he urged them to share their skills and 
achievements with other schools. 

The nine Greenwich primaries are among 
430 schools nationally that qualified for an 
award. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 
“Our excellent 2014 Key Stage 2 results, 
which put Royal Greenwich fourth in 
England, show our schools are ensuring 
that our 11-year-olds are well prepared for 
secondary school. This news underlines 
the important role that schools play in 
giving our disadvantaged pupils every 
opportunity to succeed and this award 
of additional funding will help provide 
support to ensure they perform even 
better. In Greenwich, the gap between 
the performance of disadvantaged pupils 
and of mainstream pupils is far less than 
nationally, which reflects the excellent 
work being done by our schools.”

Ease access to centre 

IT is beyond belief that the council has denied access and 
egress from the car park to the leisure centre and library in 
Archery Road Eltham. Families using the car park are forced 
to jeopardise their safety by being directed to the exit used by 
motor vehicles when there is a perfectly safe pedestrian route 
through the rear of the main entrance. The route they are 
forced to use has a very narrow pavement and families with 
young children and pushchairs are in danger of being struck by 
vehicles exiting the car park. The area designated for disabled 
users should be changed to the rear entrance/exit which makes 
more sense they will be much nearer to the facility. I have 
researched this issue with many families who use the leisure 
centre and have yet to find one family that disagrees with this 
suggestion. 

Can the council give this matter some consideration?

• A spokesperson for the royal borough said: "Thank you for your 
letter. The Eltham Centre is more than just a public leisure centre 
and a library but also includes staff accommodation and offices and a 
community college that is separate from the public areas. This makes 
it a more complicated building to run than other leisure centres and 
libraries in the borough. It also means that ensuring the health and 
safety of everyone, both staff and users is more complicated too. 

The Eltham Centre was designed with the main entrance from 
Archery Road, whilst also preserving the historic library entrance from 
Eltham High Street. The design of the internal ground floor layout 
and consideration of security was based on these two entrances. As 
such the entrances at the rear were designed as fire-exits in case of 
an emergency and as secure access for staff to access offices and the 
community college away from public areas. 

If a further public entrance was created at 
the rear by the car park then this would 
reduce the security for the office based 
staff in the building. However, the council 
always welcomes feedback as to how we can 
improve the safety of users of the facilities 
we run. On this basis we will look at existing 
pedestrian arrangements at the Eltham 
Centre and look to see if there is a way in 
which we can improve safety and ease access 
to the Eltham Centre."

Sad death of award 
winning bagpipe player 


A great-grandfather from Eltham who received 
the Honorary Freedom of the Borough last July 
has died. 

Jim Turkington had spent a lifetime raising 
money for charity by playing his bagpipes. 
His Freedom of the Borough was awarded in 
appreciation of the "eminent service rendered 
by him to the borough, as an expression of the 
high esteem in which he is held by members of 
the council and his fellow citizens." 

He had played the pipes for 62 years, starting 
when he was just nine years old, and was a 
familiar sight in Eltham High Street, playing 
every year to help poppy sellers raise funds for 
the Royal British Legion, whatever the weather. 

He played the pipes at the Dieppe Raid 
commemoration in Newhaven several times, 
alongside the Canadians who came to England 


to remember the thousands of Canadians who 
lost their lives there. He had also been the Lone 
Piper at the Somme Monument in France and 
had played a lament at Arnhem and at Ypres 
at the graves of soldiers from both world wars, 
which he described as "very moving". 

Originally from Northern Ireland, Jim had 
lived in Eltham since 1969 with his wife Cathy. 
He spent most of his life as a plumber, plus six 
years as a security officer with the Ministry of 
Defence. 

His funeral will be held at 2.45pm on Friday 
(January 23) at Kemnal Park Cemetery, Sidcup- 
By-Pass, Chislehurst. Cards of condolence can 
be sent to Cathy Turkington at 37 Sherard Road, 
Eltham, SE9 6EX.

in Greenwich. Built on the site of King 
Henry VIII’s original Tudor dockyard, 
New Capital Quay forms a new Thameside 
village providing over 1,000 new homes, 
33% of which are affordable, a Waitrose 
superstore, shops, cafes, leisure and 
community facilities. 

Galliards has now handed over the 
bridge to the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
which will be responsible for its operation 
and upkeep. 

Councillor Denise Hyland, leader of 
the royal borough said: “This is a really 
exciting addition to the Royal Borough - 
not only is it a feat of modern engineering 
and a really eye-catching structure, it

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Rebuild approved for Blackheath primary 


INVICTA Primary School at Blackheath is set for 
a full-scale rebuild, with all new buildings to 
replace the old ones, some of which date back 
to Victorian times. 

The scheme was agreed by the council's 
planning committee last Tuesday (January 
13). Work is due to begin in February on land 
currently used as the school playground. 

The new school will be able to take 420 
children and 75 members of staff, both full and 
part-timers. This is an increase of 90 children 
and 26 staff. The school's catchment area will 
stay the same. 

The original school building consisted of 
two wings with a courtyard between. As 
demand for places went up, the school has 


been growing at the rate of one extra class 
every year. Currently, there are two temporary 
buildings, each with two classrooms, to cope 
with this. 

The new building will be two storeys high. On 
the ground floor will bean entrance lobby with 
a lift and staircase to the first floor, and staff 
offices, toilets, nursery playrooms and group 
space. The reception and infant classrooms 
will also be on the ground floor. 

The first floor will have junior classrooms, 
a staff room, a library resource centre, toilets 
and office and storage space. There will also 
be a single-storey main hall, kitchen and 
dining area. There will also be parking spaces 
for 25 cycles, with another 25 planned for the 


future. 

All the current school buildings - described 
in the plans as "inadequate and unattractive" 
- will be bulldozed. The new school buildings 
will be "state of the art", and the site will also 
be landscaped. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council's deputy leader 
and cabinet member for children's services, 
said: "These are exciting times for Invicta, a 
popular and successful school, as it begins a 
new era. As with the children and staff, I look 
forward to seeing it take shape of the course 
of this year. This is part of the ongoing work 
being done in the borough by the council to 
ensure there are sufficient school places to 
meet the demands of a growing population". 


Landlords low down 


Royal borough shares message on 
tackling bad property owners

THE royal borough has been sharing 
details of how it tackles rogue landlords 
with the rest of the capital. 

Local authorities across the capital 
have been learning about the royal 
borough’s success in dealing with 
property owners who let out homes that 
are sub-standard, unregulated or even 
dangerous. 

More than a thousand homes run by 
private landlords locally have been 
checked by council inspectors, leading 
to 15 landlords potentially facing 
prosecution. Another 19 have been 
served with notices for overcrowding, 
and 105 have been told to make 
improvements. Eight properties were 
found to be so dangerous that they had 
to be either completely or partially 
closed. 

Details of the council’s campaign 
were shared at an event last Wednesday 
(January 14) when 60 representatives 
from different local authorities, 
professional bodies dealing with 
environmental health, central

government, 

the homeless charity Shelter and the 
London Councils organisation went 
to an event organised by the Greater 
London Authority (GLA). 

Called Tackling Criminal Landlords, 
Licensing and other approaches to 
Enforcement, the event was introduced 
by London deputy mayor Richard 
Blakeway, who deals with housing, land 


and property. 

Members of the royal borough’s 
dedicated team set up to tackle 
rogue landlords explained how their 
campaign had been so successful. 
They stressed that they were not 
targeting ‘decent’ landlords, but were 
tracking down the ones with the 
very worst properties who put their 
tenants at risk. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community 
safety and environment, said: “I am 
very pleased that Royal Greenwich 
had the opportunity to spread the 
message that we are taking effective 
steps to deal with the bad behaviour 
of a minority of landlords.” 

She added: “People were very keen 
to know more about our approach, 
and they asked us lots of questions. 
It was also a good opportunity to share 
and learn good practice from other local 
authorities.”

GIRL power is hitting youth hubs 
around the royal borough, as young 
people decide what they want to do 
at local youth centres. 

Young people run the show where 
youth hubs in Royal Greenwich are 
concerned, playing a vital role in 
deciding what they want to do, from 
a variety of activities such as five-a- 
side football, zumba, table football, 
table tennis, drawing, video games, IT 
facilities, cooking and more. 

Girls have plenty to enjoy at the clubs 
too with dedicated girls only evenings 
and activities. Hawksmoor Youth Hub 
on Bentham Road, Thamesmead, has 
introduced zumba, cooking and dance 
classes following demand from local 
girls. 

Wayne Virgo who is the unit manager 
at the Hawksmoor Youth Hub, said: 
“The children are the lifeblood of 
the club, they have a role in deciding 
what activities we do. We also want to 
encourage more girls to get involved.” 

Wayne added: “We are also appealing 
for more hands to help out, so volunteers 
of any capacity would be greatly 
appreciated.” 

Teja Georgey-J, 10, from Thamesmead 
is part of the younger group at the youth 
club. The Windrush primary pupil said: “I 
like hanging out with my friends here and 
making new friends. Something I really 
enjoy is cooking classes with our youth 
worker, Sukhie. She is really nice and is 
going to teach us how to cook omelettes 
tomorrow when our parents come in to 
eat. We are trying to make it like the TV 
programme, Come Dine With Me.” 

Attendance at the youth hub varies 


from 20-40 young people a night. Services 
have been run by Charlton Athletic 
Community Trust (CACT) in partnership 
with the royal borough for the last three 
years. 

Children aged 10-12 enjoy an early slot 
from 4-6pm while young people aged 13-19 
come from 7-9pm. 

Youth worker Shane Glasgow said: 
“The youth hub develops young people’s 
creativity and invests their energy into 
something positive, while teaching 
valuable lessons in sportsmanship and 
team work. Awards are given for the best 
team goal and best sports person.” 

CACT also run activities at the 
Woolwich Common Youth Hub, Valley 
Central Youth Hub and Avery Hill 
Youth Hub, and encourages young 
people to get involved and volunteer 
to help out at the clubs. There are also 
designated nights for disabled young 
disabled people. 

Kieran Mendoza, 12, from Thamesmead 
goes to Woolwich Polytechnic School, 
opposite the youth club. He told GT: “If I 
didn’t go to youth club, I would probably 
be spending more time hanging around 
the street and I know a lot of people who 
do that and get themselves into trouble, 
so I am happy that I can come here 
instead and play football, table tennis 
and video games with some really nice 
people.” 

Cabinet Member for children’s services, 
Cllr John Fahy said: “Where other 
London boroughs have seen funding 
cuts or youth centres closed, we have 
invested in the development of these 
important youth hubs and have further 
plans in partnership with the CACT 
to improve services for girls, boys and 
disabled young people.”

A cafe in Woolwich New Road that was 
set up with advice from the council’s 
business team has been winning rave 
reviews for its food. 

At one stage in November, the Blue Nile 
was rated as number one in London on the 
TripAdvisor travel and restaurant website. 
The cafe was launched by Shewa Haggos, and 
specialises in home-cooked Eritrean food, 
including healthy, gluten-free pancakes and 
traditional meat and vegetable stew. 

She told GT: “I have lived in Woolwich for 32 
years and I love it because of the environment 
and the diversity of the community. 

My family and friends suggested a business 
venture where we could do Eritrean cuisine. 
The food we serve was tested by my son and 
his friends as I developed the menu. We’ve 
adapted it slightly to make as many people 
enjoy it as possible. It’s well flavoured as 
opposed to very spicy. We know this is a 
diverse area with lots of different needs to 
cater for. The stews we serve are created 
using ingredients sourced locally from 
allotments, shops and butchers. It keeps 
the ingredients fresh and helps other local 
businesses. 

“Things have been developing exceptionally 
- I’ve been able to hire six staff in the last 
year. They are from different backgrounds 
and everyone adds something. I was really 


shocked when I heard about Trip Advisor. I 
opened up my emails and found out that we 
got to number one - 1 didn’t quite believe it.” 
Shewa added: “We need small business at the 
forefront of the community - whether it’s an 
Eritrean, Nepalese or Chinese restaurant or 
a traditional English Pub - its great to have 
successful small businesses in the local area.’ 


Unique flavours from Tibet and Nepal 

THREE years ago,Tenzin Dakpa got 
the taste for something different 
after studying at Greenwich 
Community College, working as 
a healthcare assistant and in the 
building trade. 

He decided to follow in his father's 
footsteps and become a chef, 
specialising in Tibetan food. He 
now owns the Kailash Momo

"Business is very positive, and I'm 
very happy with it. Looking to the 
future, over the next three months

You will be charged a further week’s rent if you do not 
return your keys on time.

Kosovo footballMclicki

CHILDREN from Kosovo enjoyed 
a day filled with football, fun and 
Charlton Athletic over the Christmas 
period, thanks to help from a local 
fundraiser who shared his love of 
Charlton club. 

Steve Garvey is a teacher at a Blackheath 
school and an avid Charlton Athletic 
Football Club supporter, nicknamed the 
Addicks. 

“I wanted to give children from 
Kosovo an opportunity to really enjoy 
playing football and sports in their own 
tournament while also getting Charlton 
Athletics name known in the Balkan 
state of Kosovo,” Steve told GT. 

Through his charity work with the 
Smile International charity, Steve has 
been visiting Kosovo for 15 years, helping 
communities through humanitarian work 
during the school holidays, including 
helping out at children’s holiday clubs 
and housing rebuilding after the 1999 war. 

Steve fundraises throughout the year 
by taking part in marathons, having ran 
six marathons last year. The funds he 
accumulates is spent on Charlton football 
kits and memorabilia to use as prizes at 
the tournament, now in its third year. 


The competition first started in 2012 when 
local teacher Steve Garvey joined forces 
with US charity Service International 
to set up a Christmas tournament for 
Kosovan football clubs. Since then, it 
has grown in size with the emphasis now 
on school children who rarely have the 
chance of playing in competitions. 

The tournament is organised by Steve 
and Driton Gashi who is a Kosovan 
church leader from Gjakove and took 
place on Boxing Day in the western 
city of Gjakove, at the newly renovated 
Sports Palace with seating in the arena 
for several thousand spectators, the 
event also received television and radio 
coverage over the two days when 22 
schools took part and over 200 children. 

Steve said: “The standard of football 
was very high and it was great to see so 
many children enjoying competition and 
working hard to win Charlton prizes, 
the red shirt was worn with pride by the 
tournament winners, Zekirija.” 

Following the success of this event, the 
plan is now for a second tournament to 
take place in April. This will comprise 
children from the top football clubs from 
all over Kosovo. And, next December, the 
Zekirija team will once again line up to 
defend their own title, but this time they 
will play their matches wearing their 
newly acquired Charlton shirts.

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JJ's one sharp British fencer 

Greenwich youngster is top ten Brit fencer

GREENWICH Fencer Jonathan 
‘JJ’ Webb has been ranked in the 
top ten best senior British fencers 
after a whirlwind season that saw 
him defeat some of the world’s 
best in competition. 

As part of the world-class performance 
programme (WCP) JJ, aged 18, was 
introduced into the senior world 
International circuit last year. The 
season saw JJ compete in the senior 
International world cup in Budapest, 
finishing a respectable 71st from a field 
of 203 fencers from around the world. 

JJ didn’t stop there; next it was off 
to the New York Grand-prix where 
88 of the top 100 senior fencers in the 
world were in attendance out of a field 
of 170. With no expectation, JJ fought 
his way into the the final cut before 
being defeated in close competition by 
teammate Soji Aiyenuru. 

But it was on Saturday January 10, 
that the young fencer took the senior 
level by storm, when JJ travelled to 
Germany at a joint German and French 
National competition in Koblenz, 
attended mainly by the top German 
and top French national fencers. JJ 
fought through his first six fights, 
winning four of them to be ranked 42 
overall out of the 114 competitors. 

The result earned JJ a bye into the 
last 64 where he beat fencers ranked 
32, 23 and 10 in the world meaning 
he progressed to the last 16 of the 
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tournament before being knocked out 
by number 7 seed and German fencer 
Bjorn Hubner. 

The fencer from New Eltham finished 
the competition in 14th position overall 
and was the highest finishing British 
fencer and ahead of some of the top 30 
senior world ranked fencers. Although 
with a year left as a junior JJ has now 
moved into 9th place in the British 
Senior rankings. 

JJ said ‘’It has been a fantastic 
experience competing at senior level 


and a good measure of where I am and 
what I need to do to get to where I want 
to be. So far this season I have not had 
the Junior results that I wanted but 
the result in Germany this weekend 
was a good boost and a great start to 
2015. There is still lots to work towards 
this season including the national 
championships where I hope to retain 
my title. 

“The support from starting blocks 
has been amazing both financially 
and providing me with opportunities 


to better my skills. Being a Sports 
Ambassador for the Borough has 
given me the opportunity to share my 
experiences and hopefully inspire the 
next generation.” 

Next up will be the senior world cup 
in Italy at the end of January where 
JJ will hope to earn additional points 
to further improve his senior national 
and international rankings.
